SCIENCE AT BATH. 


THE BRITISH BASSOCIATION’S MEETING IN 
THE HISTORIC CITY.

Lon box. September 5.—The quaint and his- 
toric city of Bath is the scene this year of one 
of the most’successtul gatherings of the Brit- 
ish Association. It opened yesterday. The 
new President, Sir Frederick Bramwell, a dis- 
tinguished civil engineer, delivered an ad- 
dress on the practical aspect of science. The 
most interesting part was that wherein he 
spoke of the improvements in the steam en- 
gine. He explained that whereas in Watts’ 
time seven pounds of fuel were coneumed per 
horse-power, nowadays only one and a half 
pounds are required. Even now the best en- 
gines only obtain one-sixth of the work re- 
sidingin the fuel. He proceeded to argue 
that looking at the wonderful petroleum 
industry it is not too much to say that there is 
afuture for motor engines working by true 
vapor, not a gas, but a condensable body. He 
anticipates that steam engines will some day 
be seen only in museums as curiosities. inci- 
dentally the President reterred to the need of 
prime movers in households. He bore testi- 
mony to the superior conveniences enjoyed in 
American towns in this respect, notably 
through the laying of steam under the street 
for domestic engines, something quite un- 
known in England. 

THE TRADES UNIONS’ CONGRESS. 

The Trades Unions’ Congress has beon dis- 
cussing matters affecting the working classes. 
The great majority of the delegates have 
shown a decided tendency to socialism and a 
general disposition to place no confidence in 
existing political parties, although there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether more 
workmen candidates should be put forward. 
Ihe opposition is chiefly on the score of ex- 
pense. On one thing they were unanimous— 
the payment of Members of Parliament. The 
most important feature of the proceedings, 
bowever, was the passing of a resolution, 
by a large majority, in favor of the nationali- 
zation of land. Although no attempt was 
made to define the meaning of the term, it is 
evident that widely different views are enter- 
tained on the subject.

— The 
political excitement in St. Francis County, of 
which this city is the county seat, reached a 
climax yesterday in the shooting of seven 
white men and Democrats from ambush by 
partles unknown, who are supposed to be 
negroes. This is a doubtful county, 
the Democrats and Republicans being 
pretty evenly divided, and feeling has 
run very high during the campaign. Mill- 
brook, a neighboring town, was the scene of 
the attempted massacre, and the victims of 
the shooting are all well-known citizens of 
the place. The Millbrook Precinct was ex- 
pected to give a large Democratic majority, 
aod a party of negroes acting sus 
piciousiy ied to the belief that 
a plot would be arranged to capture the 
ballot-box. Thirty white men were accord- 
ingly armed and stationed near the polling 
place, and after some hours of watching they 
were suddenly fired upon from a floid. 

The men wounded were found to be J, B.

Williams, Joe McMath, B. F. Hood and J. M. 
Massey. MoMath is dangerously wounded, 
but may recover, and it is likely that none of 
the others will die.

A REFUGEE’S STORY. 


THE WHOLE STATE OF FLORIDA BATTLING 
WITH YELLOW JACK, 


Great Suffering Caused by Isolation and 
Quarantine—New Difficulties Arising—A 
Woman and Five Children Found Dead 
in a Vacant House—Sargeon-Gerneral 
Hamilton’s Return—Denial of Reports 
About the State of Affairs at Camp Perry. 


NEw York, September 6.—A refugee from 
Gainesville, Fla., arrived In this city yester- 
day and made the following statement toa 
reporter of the Tribune: ‘‘While Jacksonville 
alone of the hundreds of Florida towns in bat- 
tling with the epidemic of yellow fever, the 
whole State is suffering almost as badly,owing 
to the isolation of quarantine and a consequent 
stagnation of business, and the cost to her 
citizens when the scourge shall finally have 
abated, will reach into the millions. The first 
few days presented sights thats made 
the bravest despondent. At Gainesville 
special train after special train rolled 
in laden with # £teérror-stricken people 
rushing madly from their homes; 
some without money and many with hardly a 
change of clothing, going, they cared not 
where, if only out of Florida. The first panic 
lasted about about a week and carried off 
fully thirty thousand people. Fora few days 
the regular supply of groceries to many of 
the towns in the southern part of the State 
was stopped and some of them were compelled 
to do without the luxury of butter, and others 


even had to forego the native stand by of grits 
and bacon. This state of was short! 
— ied, but only to give piace to new alm 
culties. 

Every county has own board of health, 
and quarantine officers are stationed at eve 
point where any kind of a road enters the 
1 lines, and no rson can pass without 
a satisfactory Dill health, me towns 
have as muny as seven quarantine stations on 
the same line of road within their own county 
limits. Florida is now a State of quarantine 
stations, and these officers outnumber all the 
other civil officers combined. Florida is a de 
lightful resort in winter time, but life among 
the 1. groves is not as delectable now 
as then.

A LUMBER SMUGGLERS’ FIGHT. 

The cry on which an increased Repub- 
lican majority is urged and expected in 
Maine is that the Mills bill’s provision for 
free lumber and free agricultural prod- 
uots is a destructive blow at the chief in- 
dustries of that State. To make such 
things free of import duty is t open our 
markets to the Canadians without any 
compensation, so they say. But as it 
stands, the tariff on lumber is an enabling 
act by which combinations of Maine cap- 
Italists are empowered to levy for their 
own sole benefit a heavy tax on the Amer- 
ican consumers of Canadian lumber, tak- 
en from Canadian forests. cut in Cana- 
dian mills by cheap Canadian labor, and 
sold to consumers inthis country at high 
tariff prices without the payment of a cent 
of duty. 

Lumber cut from American forests and 
manufactured in Canadian mills is ex- 
empt from duty under our present tariff, 
and so are logs imported from Canadian 
forests to be manufactured in American 
mills. This opens a wide door for smug- 
gling operations and the lumber trust of 
Maine is selling immense quantities of 
Canadian lumber free of duty which 
ought to pay a duty of from 500 to $1.50 
per 1,000 feet. They are pocketing im- 
mense sums that ought to go into the 
United States Treasury or remain in the 
pockets of consumers. 

A Treasury agent who has recently been 
investigating this matter has found that 
about half of the lumber admitted from 
Canada atthe port of Calais, Me., enters 
duty free as the original product of 
American forests, though cut in Canadian 
mills. The St. Croix River carries to 
Calais the products of both Canadian and 
American forests, and a majority of the 
lumber mills are on the Canadian side. 
The Calais lumbermen run their mills on 
both sides with cheap Canadian laborers. 
The present tariff opens our labor market 
to them free of duty. The lumber from 
their Canadian mills is, of course, all en- 
tered as cut from American logs while 
their American mills are engaged on logs 
from the forests of New Brunswick. 

The Treasury agent, however, has ob- 
lected testimony going to show very con- 
clusively that every entry of lumber free 
from the mills on the Canada side has 
been a fraud upon the revenue. He is of 
the opinion that nine-tenths of the lumber 
admitted free from Canada under the 
present law is so admitted under an easy 
system of smuggling, which has made the 
present tariff a fraud upon the people and 
the public Treasury, but a big bonanza to 
rich lumber operators who employ 
scarcely any labor besides that which 
they import from Canada under contract, 
in violation of law. 

— — — 

Ir is beneath the diguity ot such a giant 
power as the United States to answer a 
bullying menace from a Tory Ministry's 
organ in London with war-screams from 
a thousand little tin eagles perched on ed- 
itorial tripods. That sort of thing was in 
order and may have been helpful when 
the Republic, in its infancy, had to grap- 
ple twice with what was then the far su- 
perior might of the British Empire. But 
the situation both as to relative strength 
and vulnerability has been reversed since 
then. England has far more reason to 
dread a conflict now than we 
have, and in the consciousness of 
superior power we can afford to 
smile calmly, if not with contempt, 
at British bluster. A war between the 
two countries would be a costly thing for 
both peoples, and a severe check to 
human progressand freedom. It is not 
likely to occur till one side or the other 
loses all sense of justice, and loses its head 
too. But should it occur, nothing but our 
own forbearance or unwillingness to 
shoulder such an acquisition could pre- 
vent the annexation of British America to 
the United States. Wedo not want Can- 
ada, however, nor does England want a 
war with her best customer while our 
own unwise legisiation gives her a mo- 
nopoly of our foreign carrying trade and 
makes her a factor and middle-man be- 
tween the United States and all the na- 
tions of the world.

A worse exhibition of political depravity 
than Blame's defense of the trusts, if such a 
thing be possible, was the speech of Gen- 
Butler, at Boston, which was partly a defense 
of the monopolies through which he has be- 
come enriched, and partiy an incitement to 
international hatred. The fires of political 
ambition have at last become well nigh extinct 
in the breast of the old man, and he therefore 
the more openiy gives rein to the vice of 
avarice. He has openly admitted that the 
tariff has enormously enhanced the profits of 
his investments without adding one cent to 
the wages of workingmen. In the speciaityof 
bunting, in which the doughty champion of 
American labor is largely interested, the duty 
is upward of 8) per cent. This duty does not 
permit the importation of a yard of bunting, 
but it enables the manufacturers to gather 
exorbitant profits, The Mills bill proposes to 
cut the duty in two; and hence the ferocious 
cries of Gen. Butler, his unscrupulous mis- 
representations of the Mills bill, and his vi- 
clous appeals to prejudice. He fears that the 
bill may cut away half the profits of his 
monopoly, and he screams into the ears of a 
Boston audience that it is a sectional measure. 


Blaine “ihe Twenty-Second.”’ 

Front the Majority Report on Government Printing. 
The committee found that about Septem 
ber, 1884, there were bound in the bindery 
three or four volumes of the engravings of the 
President of the United States, beginning with 
Washington, the first President, and coming 
down in the list in regular order to President 
Arthur.

The volumes were elaborately bound 
and, to use the witness’ language, were ‘‘got 
up regardless of expense.’’ He stated that it 
would take a man two or three days to gild the 
edges of these volumes. One of them, he said, 
after being elegantly finished, was presented 

to Mr. Biaine.

but these offers provide for the 
city’s refunding the cost of the roads 
trom the reentages received.

Those roads will be im- 
mensely valuable, not so much forthe fares 
actually collected on them as for the connec. 
tion they will furnish between the east and 
west sides. I think we can get the roads built 
without a doliar of cost to the city. They will 
not only be a great convenience—in fact, an 
absolutely necessary convenience — but a 
source of income as well.

HOW BIG BATTERS BAT. 


Favorite Attitudes of Famous Hitters Strik- 
ing at the Ball. 


That there can be no fixed rules for ocorrect- 
ness in attitude at bat is proved by the variety 
in posture among the big hitters. Browning 
of Louisville, for instance, stands on a line 
with the center of the blate. Instead of step- 
ping forward with the left foot to meet the 
ball he steps back with the left. This is con- 
sidered to be a fatal defect in a batter, and the 


fact that it is not a good rule le shown by the 
fact that there is not another player in the 
League or Association who doesit and isa 
successful batter. Theargument is that by 
stepping back the batter gets away from the 
ball so that he cannot bit an out-curve, 
and even if he does is apt to kn a 
foul Gown the first base line.
